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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 
Claims 17-18 and 24-26 are pending. 

Amendment of claims 17-18 and 24 as submitted in a communication filed on 4/20/2007 is 
acknowledged. 

In a telephone conversation with Mr. Christopher Corbett on 5/2/2007, an agreement was reached 
to amend claims 17 and 25 to place the application in condition for allowance. 

In view of Applicant's amendment of claim 17, which is now limited to polynucleotides encoding 
human core 1 j33-galactosyl transferases and polynucleotides encoding (1) the polypeptide of SEQ ID 
NO: 1 or (2) the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 lacking the transmembrane domain, the previous 35 USC 
1 12, first paragraph rejections are hereby withdrawn . 

Examiner's Amendment

3. Please replace claims 17 and 25 as follows: 

17. An expression system comprising: 
an isolated host cell comprising: 

a first expressible recombinant polynucleotide which encodes a human core 1 /33- 
galactosyl transferase; and 
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a second expressible recombinant polynucleotide which encodes a human core 1 
/33-galactosyl transferase specific molecular chaperone for expressing the active 
form of the human core 1 /J3-galactosyl transferase, wherein the second 
expressible recombinant polynucleotide comprises: 

(A) a polynucleotide having the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2; 

(B) a polynucleotide encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1; or 

(C) a polynucleotide which differs in nucleotide sequence from the 
polynucleotides of (A) or (B) in that said polynucleotide lacks a 
nucleotide sequence which encodes a transmembrane domain wherein 
the human core 1 /33 -galactosyl transferase specific molecular chaperone 
is soluble. 



25. The expression system of claim 17 wherein the host cell further comprises an expressible 
polynucleotide encoding a peptide or polypeptide requiring post-translational glycosylation to 
form a core 1 structure.

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art, as 



evidenced by Chen et al. (cited in previous Office actions), discloses a polynucleotide encoding the 



polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 2 and human 293 cells transformed with the polynucleotide of Chen et al. 



which comprise an endogenous nucleic acid encoding a human core 1 03 -galactosyl transferase, neither 



Chen et al. nor the art, together or in combination, teach or suggest an expression system comprising an 



isolated host cell wherein said host cell comprises recombinant nucleic acids encoding (1) the polypeptide 



of SEQ ID NO: 1 and (2) a human core 1 /J3-galactosyl transferase. Therefore, claims 17-18 and 24-26 
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directed to an expression system comprising an isolated host cell which comprises recombinant nucleic 
acids encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 (or the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 lacking its 
transmembrane domain) and a human core 1 jS3-galactosyl transferase, are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
